Materials pur¬ 
chased with the funds 
raised through the 
challenge will be used 
in public spaces in 
Dawson Springs and 
at the homes of senior 
citizens. The Wheel¬ 
barrow Challenge 
began Monday when 
Whalen challenged 
Anita Black of Plant¬ 
ers Bank and will con¬ 
tinue until the student 
work day on April 17. 

T-shirts are also 
being sold with prof¬ 
its from the sale used 
for the SUDS project. 
The gray T-shirts have 
Spruce Up Dawson 
Springs in purple let¬ 
tering and may be 
purchased for $7 by 
contacting the FRYSC 
office at 270-797-4444. 
Orders should be 
placed by Friday after¬ 
noon. 

This is the second 
consecutive year that 
local students have 
participated as a group 
in the SUDS campaign. 
This year, however, the 
project has been expanded beyond picking up litter and debris 
left by the winter weather. It will now include weeding, mulch¬ 
ing and planting flowers in addition to cleanup. 

“I hope it’s an opportunity for the school to further be in¬ 
volved with community folks and business folks,” Whalen 
said. “We appreciate very much that they support the school. 
It’s meant to make Dawson Springs a little better place. It’s 
our way to give back to the community.”

Bills Will Affect Our Lives

The 2015 General Assembly 
concluded its annual session 
March 25 having approved 127 
bills and resolutions, many of 
which will affect the lives of 
Kentuckians. 

Gas prices will be slightly 


higher after April 1 than they 
otherwise would have been. 
People in cities and suburbs 
might lose access to a tradi¬ 
tional land-line telephone. 
Heroin dealers will face lon¬ 
ger prison sentences. Abused 
dating partners — including 
young students — will be able 
to seek court protection. Kids 
will have to ride in booster 


seats for longer than they do 
now.

The Division of Forestry is 
reminding Kentuckians that 
it is spring forest fire hazard 
season. 

Since March 16, the divi¬ 
sion has battled more than 98 
forest fires, damaging more 
than 1,320 acres. This week’s 
weather forecast is cause for 


concern. 

“The forecast for warmer, 
dryer weather this week has 
the division concerned about 
the potential for an additional 
increase in forest fires,” said 
Leah W. MacSwords, Ken¬ 
tucky’s state forester. 

Arson is the cause of the 


majority of the forest fires in 
Kentucky, and the division ac¬ 
tively investigates the cause of 
any wildfire. Through a part¬ 
nership with the Bell Coun¬ 
ty Forestry Camp, multiple 
bloodhounds and handlers are

On April 10, Pete Stamper, a 
native of Dawson Springs, will 
be inducted into the Kentucky 
Music Hall of Fame which 
honors Kentucky music pro¬ 
fessionals who have made sig¬ 
nificant contributions to the 
music industry The induction 
ceremony will be held at the 
Lexington Convention Center 
Bluegrass Ballroom. 

Among the members of 
the Kentucky Music Hall 
of Fame are artists such as 
Rosemary Clooney, The Ever- 
ly Brothers, Grandpa Jones, 
The Judds, Loretta Lynn, 
Merle Travis, Bill Monroe, 
Dottie Rambo, Boots Ran¬ 
dolph, Crystal Gayle, The 
Kentucky Headhunters and 
John Lair, the founder of the 


Renfro Valley Barn Dance. 

After high school and a 
stint in the Army, Stamper 
began his career as a comic, 
along with a friend, Clarence 
Williams. 

Ruby Poe, a longtime 
friend and fellow 1948 grad¬ 
uate of Charleston High 
School, recalls Stamper’s tal¬ 
ents as a young man. 

“He was a very gifted gui¬ 
tar player and singer and also 
a comic,” Poe said. “I’m sure 
he is entitled to any recogni¬ 
tion he receives.” 

During the Korean War, 
Stamper was called back to 
the Army, and it was during 
the time he was stationed at 
Fort Campbell that he heard 
about the Renfro Valley Barn 
Dance. He and Williams made 
their first appearance on 


the Barn Dance in 1950, and 
Stamper became a member 
of the show’s cast later that 
year. He is still popular with 
audiences who attend the 
Renfro Valley Barn Dance ev¬ 
ery weekend. 

Other aspects of Stamper’s 
career also included perform¬ 
ing on Red Foley’s Ozark 
Jubilee, the first nationally 
televisied country music 
program. He also performed 
on the Grand Ole Opry and 
made numerous appearances 
on The Porter Wagoner Show. 
In the mid-1970s, Stamper be¬ 
came a part of Dolly Parton’s 
road show. He also added 
songwriting to his accom¬ 
plishments, and in 1999 he 
published a book entitled “It

It doesn’t look like 
libraries in Kentucky will 
have to close after all. 

The Kentucky Court 
of Appeals in a 3-0 deci¬ 
sion handed down on 
March 20 reversed two 
circuit court decisions 
in Kenton and Campbell 
counties that declared 
the library districts 
in those counties had 
improperly raised taxes 
for decades. 

The appeals court found 
the libraries can raise 
their tax without having 
to gather a petition—so 
long as the amount doesn’t 
bring in four percent 
more revenue than the 
year before, just like other 
taxing districts. It means 
library budgets won’t 
get slashed and library 
branches won’t get closed 
as some had feared. 

The court case gar¬ 
nered national atten¬ 
tion, and library associa¬ 
tions across the country 
rejoiced at the news. 

The plaintiffs can 
appeal to the Kentucky 


library officials feel con¬ 
fident the unanimous 
decision by the appeals 
court has put them on 
firm ground. 

If successful, the law¬ 
suit would have rolled 
library taxes back to 
their rates in the 1970s 
and decimated library 
revenues, likely causing 
the closure of branches 
and other cutbacks. It 
would have affected more 
than 80 libraries around 
the state. 

The plaintiffs argued 
1979 legislation passed by 
the General Assembly that 
allowed taxing districts to 
raise property taxes didn’t 
include libraries created 
by petition. 

The appeals court, 
however, didn’t see a 
conflict in the state stat¬ 
utes and believed it was 
the legislative intent for 
the 1979 law to apply to 
libraries. 

Barring the Supreme 
Court overturning the 
decision, the appeals court 
ruling marks the end of 
an anxious three years for 
libraries across the state.

Amaziah King of Judah 

II Chronicles 25 


IN SCRIPTURE 


Amaziah became king when he was twenty-five years old. He did what was right in the eyes 
of the LORD, but not wholeheartedly. When the kingdom was firmly in his control, he 
executed the officials who had murdered his father. He did not put their sons to death, 
keeping the Law written in the Book of Moses, where the LORD commanded that fathers 
should not be put to death for their children, nor children put to death for their fathers 
but that each is to die for his own sins. 

Amaziah found there were three hundred thousand men twenty years old or older and 
ready for military service. He hired a hundred thousand fighting men from Israel. A man 
of Go d informed him that the troops from Israel must not march 
with him for the LORD was not with Israel. 

Amaziah sent the troops from Israel home. They were angry with 
Judah and left for home in a great rage. Amaziah's army killed 
ten thousand men of Seir in the Valley of Salt. They captured 
ten thousand men alive, took them to the top of a cliff and 
threw them down so that all were dashed to pieces. The 
troops from Israel that Amaziah had sent home raided 
Judean towns from Samaria to Beth Horon. They killed 
three thousand people and corned off great quantities of , - 
plunder. Amaziah returned from slaughtering the Edomites 
and brought back the gods of the people of Seir. He set 
them up as his own gods bowed down to them and burned 
sacrifices to them. The anger of the LORD burned against 
Amaziah and He sent a prophet to tell him that 
Sod was determined to destroy him because he 
did not listen to His counsel.

now available to assist KDF with arson 
investigations. But along with arson, 
many fires are caused by people burn¬ 
ing debris (trash, leaves, yard waste, 
etc.) and not taking precautions. 

State law prohibits burning in or 
within 150 feet of any woodland or 
brushland, except between the hours 
of 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. Residents who 
cause a fire to spread may be held lia¬ 
ble for fire suppression costs incurred 


by the state and county and for damage 
to property resulting from such fires. 

Reporting any unusual activity to 
local law enforcement can help put a 
stop to wildfires. For questions about 
local restrictions regarding burning, 
call the local fire department and the 
Division for Air Quality at 502-564-3999.

tied to heroin are being reported in 
every part of the state, in large part 
because opioid addicts are switching 
from prescription pain pills, which are 
now harder to get. 

Senate Bill 192 — signed into law 
by Gov. Steve Beshear on March 25 — 
does many things. It toughens penal¬ 
ties for dealers, particularly those who 
import drugs into Kentucky. It gives 
emergency workers better access to 
naloxone, a drug that can reverse the 
effects of a heroin overdose. It autho¬ 
rizes more state funding and Medic¬ 
aid support for addiction treatment, 
although much of that money won’t 
arrive until the next two-year state 
budget. It includes “Good Samaritan” 
language to protect drug users from 
criminal charges if they report an 
overdose. 

Finally, it gives local governments 
the option to establish needle-exchange 
programs at county health depart¬ 
ments for intravenous drug users. Lex¬ 
ington officials say they’re interested 
in pursuing a needle-exchange pro¬ 
gram immediately. 

Dating violence 

House Bill 8, awaiting Beshear’s 
promised signature, expands the right 
to pursue civil protective orders to dat¬ 
ing partners who aren’t married, don’t 
live together and don’t have children 
together. It also adds stalking as an 
offense that can be used to justify a 
protective order. 

Teacher pensions 

Nothing happened. The House 
approved a plan to issue $3.3 billion 
in bonds to shore up the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement System, which 
faces a $14 billion unfunded liability. 
The Senate, calling that much debt too 
risky, proposed a task force to study 
the issue. The chambers negotiated 
House Bill 4 until the final hours of 
the session and tossed different ideas 
on the table, but they couldn’t reach 
a deal. 

Gas tax 

Skittish of being accused of voting 
for a tax increase, lawmakers put off a 
vote on the state gas tax until the final 
hours of the session. But they ulti¬ 
mately decided to prevent a large drop 
in the state Road Fund, which pays 
for building, repairing and improv¬ 
ing roads. The tax will drop from 27.6 
cents a gallon to 26 cents — a fall to 22.5 
cents was going to happen otherwise 
on April 1 — and then make 26 cents 
the new floor. Also, instead of quarter¬ 
ly adjustments to the tax based on the 
average wholesale price of gasoline, 
the adjustments would occur annually, 
beginning July 2016. 

Phone deregulation 

After years of intensive lobbying, 


AT&T won the phone service deregula¬ 
tion it wanted. Beshear signed House 
Bill 152 into law on March 12. The 
Kentucky Public Service Commission, 
which regulates utilities, won’t have 
much power over phone service any¬ 
more. The major phone carriers no 
longer have to provide cheap, basic 
land-line phone service in urban and 
suburban areas. In rural areas, they 
don’t have to provide basic service in 
new developments. 

Smoking ban 

For the first time in the history of 
this tobacco state, the House voted on 
— and passed — a bill to ban indoor 
smoking statewide in workplaces 
and other public spaces, such as bars 
and restaurants. And then the Senate 
assigned House Bill 145 to its Com¬ 
mittee on Veterans, Military Affairs 
and Public Protection, where it saw no 
further action. 

Abortion 

The Senate approved Senate Bill 4 to 
require that women have a face-to-face 
consultation with a doctor or a doc¬ 
tor’s designee 24 hours before they can 
have an abortion. At present, many 
women receive such consultations by 
telephone to avoid driving twice into 
Louisville or Lexington, the only plac¬ 
es in Kentucky where abortions are 
available. The House never gave the 
bill a committee hearing. 

Local option sales tax 

This was another measure eagerly 
sought by Beshear and business lead¬ 
ers that failed. House Bill 1 was a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
that — had it passed, and had voters 
approved it — would have given local 
governments the authority to raise 
their local sales taxes temporarily to 
pay for specific projects. The House 
approved it Feb. 12, but it disappeared 
in the Senate State and Local Govern¬ 
ment Committee. 

Booster seats 

The Senate previously opposed 
expanded use of booster seats to pro¬ 
tect children in vehicles, but it relent¬ 
ed this year. House Bill 315, await¬ 
ing Beshear’s signature, raises the 
requirements for children who must 
use booster seats in cars from age 7 to 
8 and from 40 inches to 57 inches.

Broadband by bureaucrats is costly

While some in the Lexington 
Fayette Urban County Govern¬ 
ment consider it fashionable to 
build and operate a broadband 
network at taxpayers’ expense, cit¬ 
izens who take a moment to look 
at the price tag of similar outfits 
in other places should at least do 
some more price shopping before 
heading to the register. 

They may also want to stop and 
“shop” in Orem, Utah, where vot¬ 
ers decisively rejected a property- 
tax increase to pay their city’s 
costs for participating in the Utah 
Telecommunications Open Infra¬ 
structure Agency (UTOPIA). 

UTOPIA is a consortium of 11 
different cities created in 2004 to 
build a publicly owned fiber-optic 
network that promised completion 
in three years and a positive cash 
flow in five. Instead, the consor¬ 
tium has struggled to find funding 
to stay afloat and has negative net 
assets a decade later of nearly 
$150 million. 

UTOPIA residents may also 
mention to Lexington’s “shop¬ 
pers” how the public consortium 
has attracted only about 11,000 
subscribers — less than a quarter 
of the 49,350 customers projected 
to sign up by 2007. 

The Wall Street Journal’s 
Thomas Schatz wrote that UTO¬ 
PIA’S failure to attract the antici¬ 
pated number of customers has 
caused “a spectacular financial 
failure/ 4 

When residents in the govern¬ 
ment-run service— which loses at 
least $3 million and sometimes as 
much as $13 million annually — 
deemed raising taxes unfashionable, 
a private firm offered a bailout. 


However, Mac¬ 
quarie Capital’s 
offer, which includes 
completing the net¬ 
work’s construction, 
required residents in 
the participating cit¬ 
ies to make payments 
for the next 30 years 
on $1.83 billion worth 
of new debt. 

This would require 
all households in 
those cities to pay a 
new mandatory utili¬ 
ty fee of $20 per month 
even if they don’t sub¬ 
scribe or use the ser¬ 
vices or cannot afford to pay. 

“And the cities will have the 
power to cut off water service to 
those who do not pay in full or on 
time every month,” Schatz wrote. 

Some Utopia. 

Local reports indicate that 
Orem is withholding an operating 
payment to UTOPIA because it has 
yet to “get its fiber hooked up.” 

Would a private-sector compa¬ 
ny that depends on customers for 
its livelihood have even a remote 
chance of remaining in business 
if it failed to complete the proj¬ 
ect more than a decade after pay¬ 
ments started rolling in? 

Supporters of government- 
owned networks blithely glide 
past the numerous failures of 
municipal-owned broadband - 
including those in the Tennessee 
cities of Chattanooga and Mem¬ 
phis - in their mystifying zealous¬ 
ness to condemn the very private 
sector that has given us some of 
the world’s fastest Internet speeds. 

The Lexington Herald-Lead¬ 
er in a recent editorial pushing 
Kentucky’s second-largest city to 


move forward with 
making broadband a 
government-owned 
utility claimed that 
high-speed services 
currently are unavail¬ 
able to citizens who 
want them. 

It also charged that 
“waiting for a private 
company to bring 
this essential utility 
to town doesn’t make 
much sense.” 

Does the writer 
really believe that 
the private sector 
isn’t the best entity to 
deliver high-speed services, which 
she rightly said made “economic 
sense,” when the businesses oper¬ 
ating in that sphere utterly depend 
on marketing their products and 
services to a global marketplace? 

Not only will the private sector 
figure out how to do broadband 
better, but it will do so at a lower 
cost because it won’t be able to 
fall back on collecting a share 
of customers’ utility payments or 
disconnecting their water if they 
don’t pay up. 

What everyone from President 
Obama, the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission bureaucrats and 
the Herald-Leader’s woefully unin¬ 
formed editorial writer really want 
is to deny private providers the 
opportunity to offer higher speeds 
for those willing to pay more. 

But this is how the free mar¬ 
ket — which government-takeover 
zealots abhor — works.

Email scandal has been overplayed 


Is Hillary Clinton’s presidential bid really going 
to be derailed by a scandal over where she kept her 
official emails? One might get that impression if 
exposed to some of the excited reporting about the 
matter on 24-hour news channels. 

We’re not exactly Clinton fans, but we think the 
speculation is a bit overdone. A recent CNN/ORC 
poll seems to back that up. 

Clinton got in hot water after The New York 
Times disclosed she used a personal email account 
on a server in her home for official business while 
she was secretary of state. Federal regulations say 
that agencies that allow employees “to send and 
receive official electronic mail messages using a 
system not operated by the agency must ensure that 
federal records sent or received on such systems are 
preserved in the appropriate agency record-keeping 
system.” 

What has people up in arms is the way Clinton 
complied (or did not comply, depending on your take 
on the matter) with that requirement. At the end of 
her tenure, Clinton turned over 55,000 pages contain¬ 
ing roughly 30,000 work-related emails to the State 
Department. She admits that she deleted another 
roughly 32,000 messages that her lawyers deemed 
private and personal in nature. 

The brouhaha is two-pronged. There is a question 
of whether this exercise actually complies with the 
federal regulation. And there is the matter of Clin¬ 
ton taking it upon herself to decide, via her personal 
lawyers, what should or should not be preserved in 
the public record. 

It has erupted into quite a controversy, with 
attacks coming at Clinton from both the left and the 
right. Some pundits have gone so far as to suggest the 
email uproar is sinking Clinton and that it creates 
openings for other potential Democratic presidential 
candidates — notably Vice President Joe Biden and 
Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren. Even A1 Gore 
has been mentioned. 

The CNN poll results from last week expose that as 
mostly wishful thinking, however.

poll shows Clinton holds a 46-point lead over Biden, 
who is her closest competitor in the field. She out- 
polls Warren by 52 points and no other potential chal¬ 
lenger even polls 5 percent of the vote. 

Further, in match-ups with top Republican con¬ 
tenders, no one gets within 10 points of Clinton. In 
a head-to-head, Rand Paul comes closest to Clinton, 
with 43 percent saying they would be more likely 
to back him to 54 percent who choose Clinton. Jeb 
Bush and Scott Walker each get 40 percent versus 55 
percent for Clinton in their hypothetical matchups. 
Mike Huckabee and Dr. Ben Carson likewise poll 
about 40 percent to Clinton’s 55-56 percent. 

Our take from that is that the Clinton email “scan¬ 
dal” has more to do with the 24-hour news cycle than 
it does a real threat that an anti-Clinton backlash is 
brewing that will propel someone else to the nomina¬ 
tion.

* On April 2, 1863, responding to acute food short¬ 
ages, hundreds of women riot in Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia, breaking windows and looting stores, before 
Confederate President Jefferson Davis threw his 
pocket change at them from the top of a wagon. Davis 
ordered the crowd to disperse or he would order the 
militia to fire on them. 

* On April 3, 1882, one of America’s most famous 
criminals, Jesse James, is shot to death by fellow 
gang member Bob Ford. Detective magazines had 
glamorized the James gang, turning them into Robin 
Hoods. In reality, Jesse James was a ruthless killer 
who stole only for himself. 

* On March 31, 1931, Knute Rockne, the legendary 
Notre Dame football coach, is killed in a plane crash. 
He was 43. From 1918 to 1930, Rockne compiled a 
record of 105 wins, 12 losses and 5 ties, and won six 
national championships. 

* On April 1, 1948, Soviet troops begin stopping 
U.S. and British military trains traveling through 
the Russian sector to and from Berlin. In June, the 
Soviets began a full-scale blockade of the U.S.-Brit¬ 
ish-French sectors. Thus began the Berlin Blockade, 
when U.S. aircraft began dropping supplies into 
Berlin.

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Let's reinstate Pete Rose 


Pete Rose was a great baseball player. He is also a 
deeply flawed person, willing to imperil his perma¬ 
nent stature in the game he loves because of an out- 
of-control desire to bet. 

He gambled on Reds games he managed and in 
1989 was banned from baseball for life. He accepted 
the punishment with little grace. He denied it for 
years and smeared the now-famous Dowd report that 
damned him. He only came clean in his 2004 book 
that was, of course, for sale. 

He’s possibly guilty of much more. The Enquirer’s 
recent review into the report that led to Rose’s ban 
found inconclusive evidence Rose financed drug 
deals to support his gambling problem. For years, 
baseball has considered him past redemption, spurn¬ 
ing his reinstatement requests. We did the same. We 
declared he should be in the Hall of Fame, but not 
baseball. 

Make no mistake. We’re his hometown news orga¬ 
nization, but we’re not his biggest fan. Yes, Rose is 
a West Side boy who made good as a record-setting 
baseball superstar. Yes, he was the beating heart of 
the Big Red Machine. He remains baseball’s Hit King, 
with 4,256 hits. 

Yet we’ve never been blind to his flaws and fail¬ 
ings. Our pride is tempered by his shame and our 
embarrassment. 

Now, nearly 26 years after he was banned, we 
encourage Baseball Commissioner Rob Manfred to 
reinstate Rose. If he’s reinstated he’ll get the acco¬ 
lades he deserves for his on-field achievements and 
a final shot to earn back some respect. Rose has 
served his time. Baseball has shown its rules, espe¬ 


cially related to the cardinal sin of betting, must be 
respected. 

The sport is not short of villains, most recently 
players who used performance-enhancing drugs. 
Pete Rose is a failed man who paid for his sins and 
stands as an unflinching powerful example of base¬ 
ball’s power to hold its own — even its most legend¬ 
ary performers — to account. 

John Dowd, whose thorough investigation 
caught Rose red-handed, still says Rose should 
stay banned as a warning to others. “Never let 
him back in baseball.” he told The Enquirer last 
week. “This is bigger than just Pete Rose ... There 
is a reason we haven’t had another gambling case 
in 26 years.” 

We respect both Dowd’s investigation and his 
standards, but at some point we must move on. There 
are new issues that serve as contemporary threats to 
baseball. It’s time to focus on those. 

Listen to Rose as he finally stood on his own two 
feet in 2010 and tearfully admitted his faults before 
the public and his former teammates. He said he 
wanted some good to come of the wreck he made of 
his life and career. “If I can help a young kid to know 
what I went through, maybe I can prevent them from 
going through the same thing,” he said. 

It’s time to hold him to his word. 

It will take a giant leap of faith for Commissioner 
Manfred to grant Rose his reinstatement. 

But he should do so, trusting in baseball’s power 
to redeem.

Raising smoking age would reduce smoking 


Forty-two million Americans still smoke. That 
is a much smaller proportion of the population 
than decades ago. But it’s still a public health disas¬ 
ter: Eighteen percent of adults put themselves and 
their families at risk of major and wholly prevent¬ 
able health problems. Education programs, chang¬ 
ing social attitudes and higher tobacco taxes have 
pushed the smoking rate down, and cigarette bans 
have made the air a lot less foul in public places. But 
a new report articulates the logic behind an addi¬ 
tional approach to fighting tobacco: Raise the age at 
which people can legally buy tobacco products to 19, 
21 or even 25. Cities, states and even Congress should 
consider this option seriously. 

Most states require tobacco buyers to be at least 
18. But four states have moved the age to 19, and 
New York City and a few others have raised it to 21. 
Congress didn’t go so far in its overhaul of federal 
tobacco regulation several years ago. But it did order 
a report on the impact of such policies. The Insti¬ 
tute of Medicine found that increasing the age to 21 
would reduce smoking by 12 percent. It found much 
smaller effects for an age limit of 19 and slightly bet¬ 
ter results for 25. 

These findings make sense. Nicotine’s pleasurable 
effects are strongest on teenage brains, making con¬ 
tinued smoking and eventual addiction much more 
likely if experimentation begins early. It’s no wonder 
that 85 percent of daily smokers started before age 
21. Underage smokers by and large get their tobacco 
products, primarily cigarettes, from friends and 


acquaintances. Part of the rationale for increasing 
the legal age to buy tobacco is to isolate adolescents 
from social connections that enable them to light up. 
Another part is to further adjust social norms and 
expectations about teenage smoking, particularly in 
the way parents and schools treat the issue. 

The public health benefits of the projected decline 
in smoking from raising the age to 21 would take 
years to realize, but they would be significant. There 
would be 249,000 fewer premature deaths, 45,000 fewer 
lung cancer deaths and 4.2 million fewer total years 
of life lost among those born between 2000 and 2019. 
Not to mention how much healthier people would be 
in the years they are alive. The benefits wouldn’t end 
with smokers themselves: Between now and 2100, 
286,000 fewer babies would be born prematurely, and 
the effects of secondhand smoke on children would 
diminish. The researchers insist that their projec¬ 
tions are conservative. 

It’s tricky figuring out when to treat young people 
as adults — mature enough to drink, smoke, vote, 
fight or engage in other activities. Society hasn’t 
settled on a single answer, sending a contradictory 
and undoubtedly frustrating message to those on 
the cusp of adulthood. But, the report shows, while 
policymakers aren’t about to clear up that mixed 
message, 18 isn’t the soundest place to set the smok¬ 
ing age. Cities, states and the federal government 
should listen.

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Three No. 1 seeds make this year's Final Four

If you liked the look of last 
year’s Final Four, you will love 
the 2015 edition. 

One game — Kentucky vs. 
Wisconsin — is not only a 
matchup of two No. 1 seeds, 
it’s a replay of last year’s semi¬ 
final won by Kentucky, 74-73. 

Seventh-seeded Michigan 
State will face Duke, a four¬ 
time national champion led by 
coach Mike Krzyzewski, who 
is in his 12th Final Four, tying 
the legendary John Wooden. 

It is the fifth time at least 
three No. 1 seeds reached the 
Final Four. The only top-seed 
sweep was in 2008. 

This is the third straight 


year one conference has had 
two teams in the Final Four 
with Wisconsin and Michigan 
State coming from the Big Ten. 
The Southeastern Conference 
did it last year with Kentucky 
and Florida and the Big East 
had Louisville and Syracuse 
in 2013. 

The end of the tournament 
will have plenty to watch, from 
Kentucky’s unbeaten streak 
to a matchup of some of the 
game’s top coaches. Here’s a 
peek at what to look for in 
Indianapolis: 

• MEETING AGAIN: No 
team has attracted the atten¬ 
tion that Kentucky has. The 
Wildcats (38-0) are two wins 
away from becoming the first 
undefeated national champion 



since Indiana in 1976. 


Kentucky survived its 
toughest test of the tourna¬ 
ment in the regional semifi¬ 
nals with a 68-66 victory over 
Notre Dame that came down to 
the final possession. 

“We figured out a way to 
win it. We’ve had other tests, 
but we have a will to win,” 
Wildcats coach John Calipari 
said. 


Now they get to face Wis¬ 
consin, which like Kentucky, 
is making its second straight 
Final Four appearance. 

Last year’s national semifi¬ 
nal came down to a big jumper 
by Aaron Harrison with 5.7 
seconds left. 

“That loss left a sour taste 
in our mouth, so we wanted 
to get back,” Wisconsin’s Sam 
Dekker said of the loss to Ken¬ 
tucky. “As a team we set some 
goals of what we wanted to 
do, and now we’re two games 
away from our last goal.” 

• UNBEATEN TEAMS: 
Kentucky is the first unde¬ 
feated team to reach the Final 
Four since UNLV in 1991. The 
Runnin’ Rebels lost in the 
national semifinals to Duke, 


which went on to win the 
first of consecutive champi¬ 
onships. 

Indiana State was the last 
team to do it before UNLV, 
in 1979 when the Sycamores, 
led by Larry Bird, lost in the 
championship game to Michi¬ 
gan State and Magic Johnson. 

• BIG WINNERS: The com¬ 
bined record for the four 
teams of 133-18 ranks as the 
fifth-highest winning percent¬ 
age ever (.881). The 2008 Final 
Four of Kansas, Memphis, 
North Carolina and UCLA 
hold the record for the best 
winning percentage since the 
field expanded to 64 teams in 
1985. The four entered with 
a 143-9 mark, a .941 winning 
percentage.

Camp Cal is latest innovation in team building

It could’ve easily been 
called the John Calipari Fan¬ 
tasy Camp. 

The Kentucky coach invited 
NBA scouts and GMs to a first- 
of-its-kind workout before the 
start of the season, so they 
could get a look at what all 
these future pros can do. Cali¬ 
pari wanted to get feedback 
about his own players, as well. 

Then, he shut the doors 
for the season on all the NBA 
folks and refocused his players 
on the task at hand. 

The dividends have been 
flowing in ever since. The Wild¬ 
cats are two wins away from 
the first perfect season since 
1975-76. Three Kentucky play¬ 
ers — Karl-Anthony Towns, 
Willie Cauley-Stein and Trey 
Lyles — are projected as top-20 
draft picks should they go pro. 
Save Alex Poythress, whose 
season ended with a knee 
injury, everyone has thrived 
despite nobody averaging 26 


minutes a game. 

“Pretty much every guy 
that’s in our first round right 
now from Kentucky has seen 
his stock rise from where the 
year started,” said Jonathan 
Givony of Draft Express, a 
website that keeps close tabs 
on all the NBA prospects. 

For all the criticism of Cali¬ 
pari as a “one-and-done” coach 
who cares little about the col¬ 
lege experience, the camp 
was simply another example 
of him doing what the rules 
allow him to do: Working the 
system to make his own col¬ 
lege program great and set up 
his players — not all of them 
freshmen, by the way — to 
make millions. 

Since Calipari arrived at 
Kentucky in 2009, the Wildcats 
have won one national title, 
made four trips to the Final 
Four and had 19 players select¬ 
ed in the NBA draft. 

Calipari’s unique handling 
of his current team stands 
out, even for a man who has 
long pushed the boundaries of 



what a “student-athlete” play¬ 
ing big-time basketball really 
comes to college for. 

The 58-year-old coach, in 
his fourth decade in the busi¬ 
ness, gave NBA personnel full 
access to a camp featuring his 
10 pro hopefuls in October. 

It was essentially a Pro 
Day, the way they do it in col¬ 
lege football — except it came 
before the season, not after. 
They played 5-on-5 with offi¬ 
cials and ran through drills 
that showed their ability to 
work on pick-and-roll, post 
moves, isolations and other 
skills. Calipari personally 
called teams, then followed up 
with an invitation letter. 

“When you leave our prac¬ 


tice, you should walk away 
with every player’s true mea¬ 
surements (height, reach, 
vertical, etc.), agility times, 
shooting numbers, skill sets 
and more. Our hope is for you 
to leave with a solid founda¬ 
tion to evaluate our players 
and get a head start on the 
upcoming season,” he wrote. 

Most teams sent three 
people from their personnel 
departments. Can’t attend 
the workouts? No problem. 
Calipari had them televised 
on one of the ESPN networks 
— another shrewd move by a 
coach whose subtle message to 
high school players was, come 
to Kentucky, and people can 
watch your practices on TV. 

“It showed us that he really 
wants what’s best for us, he 
wants us to succeed and go live 
our dreams,” freshman guard 
Tyler Ulis said. 

Calipari repeats that man¬ 
tra often. 

Of the much-debated, much- 
criticized rules that allow 
players to play one year of col¬ 


lege and leave, Calipari insists 
he’s only going by the rules as 
written by the NBA. The coach 
is fond of saying the system 
sets up his players — many of 
them from poor, rough back¬ 
grounds — to be millionaires. 
Who is he to stand in the way? 

Yet for all the handwringing 
over Calipari’s supposed “one- 
and-done” way of doing busi¬ 
ness, six of the 10 players who 
averaged the most minutes on 
this year’s Final Four team are 
not freshmen. 

“They trust us enough with 
their careers to come back,” 
Calipari said. 

When they do, they’re 
well-schooled on the idea that 
by playing well, sharing the 
minutes and the shots at Ken¬ 
tucky, the NBA will take care 
of itself. 

“They have respect for 
each other and kind of knew 
that the minutes would kind 
of even out, as far as points 
per game and who the super-

Crappie time is just around the comer

Although the redbud trees haven’t bloomed yet, it 
isn’t too early to start fishing for crappie. 

Black crappie are likely along rocky banks now in 
lakes that have them. 

“With the water temperatures still in the mid-40s, 
white crappie are likely staging in deeper water right 
now,” said Jeff Crosby, central fisheries district biolo¬ 
gist for the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “With the longer photoperiod and the 
warmer temperatures on the way, they will be moving 
up to the shallows.” 

The big twins of western Kentucky, Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley, along with Green River Lake and 
Taylorsville Lake all receive oodles of fishing pressure 
for the crappie that swim in their waters. However, 
Kentucky is also blessed with other less known waters 
holding bountiful populations of crappie that don’t 
receive the adulation and fishing pressure of their 
more well known brethren. 

While known for its excellent largemouth bass fish¬ 
ing, wood strewn 2,315-acre Yatesville Lake in 
Lawrence County holds good numbers of quality 
white crappie with many in the 15-inch range. 

“In our latest population sampling, Yatesville had 
the most crappie we’ve ever sampled in the 10- to 
14-inch range,” said Kevin Frey, eastern fisheries dis¬ 
trict biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 

Yatesville Lake, near the West Virginia border, 
more resembles a flatland reservoir with abundant 
woody cover than a mountain lake. Probe the fallen 
tree tops and submerged trees with live minnows sus¬ 
pended under a bobber and adjust the depth until you 
get bites. The timbered coves and banks near the con¬ 
fluence of Blaine and Greenbrier creeks hold crappie. 

“In the upper part of Blaine Creek at the Rich 
Creek boat access, we’ve placed fish structures and cut 
down trees for bank anglers to catch crappie,” Frey 
said. “There are numerous pull offs along KY 32 for 
bank anglers. It is good fishing in that area in spring.” 

Cave Run Lake is full of 2- to 3-year-old crappie, pro¬ 
viding excellent opportunity for both black and white 
crappie. The deep weedbeds in the mouths of 
Skidmore and Leatherwood creeks in the Beaver 
Creek arm attract black crappie in March and into 
April. Black crappie tend to move into the shallows 
earlier in the year than white crappie. White crappie 
stay out in deeper water along creek channels while 
blacks may be in just a few feet of water along rocky 
banks at the same time. 

The abundant woody structures around Bangor 
Boat Ramp and fallen trees along the island near 
Poppin Rock Boat Ramp in the North Fork Arm of 
Cave Run provide excellent fishing for white and black 
crappie. 

One of the crappie sleepers flows off of Pine 
Mountain all the way to northern Kentucky. The 
Kentucky River holds considerable numbers of crap¬ 
pie a foot long or better. “The river goes in cycles, but 
there are some good fish in there,” Crosby said. “The 
crappie in Kentucky like those creek mouths and

backwater areas with little current.” 

Tributaries at their confluence with the Kentucky 
River have abundant root wads, undercut banks and 
washed in tree tops and brush. Probe all of these with 
live minnows suspended under a bobber or with 1/16- 
ounce chartreuse Roadrunner style spinner baits 
dressed with a matching 2-inch curly-tailed grub. 

“Another flowing water to consider is the Ohio 
River. It is really, really good for crappie right now,” 
Crosby said. The Ohio River offers good crappie fish¬ 
ing from Ashland downstream to the Purchase Region 
in far western Kentucky 

He recommends backwater areas along the river, 
often formed where tributaries meet the main stem of 
the Ohio. “With all of the flooding on the Ohio, those 
embayments should have fish right now. Target 
brushy areas with live minnows in those embay¬ 
ments.” 

Guist Creek Lake covers 317 acres in Shelby County 
It is also overlooked for crappie. “We saw some really 
nice crappie last fall in our population surveying,” 
Crosby said. “I think most of the fishing pressure 
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there is on largemouth bass.” 

Early spring is a good time to catch large white 
crappie 11 inches and longer on Barren River Lake in 
Allen and Barren counties. Known throughout the 
Midwest and upper South as a superior largemouth 
bass lake and written up in national magazines, 
Barren River Lake holds a burgeoning population of 
black crappie as well, which now make up 60 percent 
of the total crappie population in the lake. 

Casting banks composed of pea gravel with lime- 
green 2-inch curly-tailed grubs rigged on red 1/8-ounce 
leadheads is a productive presentation for black crap¬ 
pie. Drifting live minnows along creek channels in 
March and early April fools big white crappie on 
Barren before they move into the shallows to spawn. 

The huge snows of just a few weeks ago are now in 
the dustbin of history It is time to get out and catch 
some crappie.

stars were,” said Joe B. Hall, 
the Kentucky coach from 1972 
through 1985 and a frequent 
guest at Calipari’s practices. 

Seven different players 
have led the team in scoring 
since Christmas. Nobody aver¬ 
ages more than 11 points a 
game. They pride themselves 
in defense — allowing 35.2 per¬ 
cent shooting from the floor, 
a mark no team has reached 
since Stanford in 1999-2000. 

Calipari’s deft handling 
of the NBA and all its issues 


comes in contrast to his one 
stint as a head coach in the 
league, when he was accused 
— among other things — of 
over-coaching his players and 
sometimes openly ridiculing 
them. 

He posted a 72-112 record 
in two-plus seasons with the 
Nets. 

In at least one way, his return 
to the NCAA at Memphis in 
2000 ran a similar course as 
his stay at UMass that ran 
from 1988-96. Sanctions forced 
his teams to vacate Final Four 
appearances in both cases, 


though the coach was never 
directly implicated in either 
situation. 

But with the NCAA inves¬ 
tigation into Memphis still 
ongoing, Calipari knocked it 
out of the park during his 2009 
interview with Kentucky pres¬ 
ident Lee Todd, who said the 
coach showed a genuine inter¬ 
est “in his players and what 
he’s done as far as graduation 
rates.” 

After being hired at Ken¬ 
tucky, Calipari boasted that 
19 of the last 22 players who 
reached their senior year at 


Memphis graduated. 

Great stat, even though his 
best player at Memphis, Der¬ 
rick Rose, was a one-and-doner 
whose SAT scores were the 
focus of the ensuing NCAA 
investigation. 

That is part of Cal’s past 
now, and the coach makes no 
apologies for recruiting great 
basketball players who don’t 
put graduating college at the 
top of their list of goals. 

“Cal told me when I got 
here, don’t think of myself 
as a four-year player (or) I 
shouldn’t be here,” Ulis said. 


For as long as they are 
around, Calipari tells them if 
they do it his way, the wins 
and the NBA will take care of 
themselves. 

“You’re going to be evalu¬ 
ated either way, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter how many minutes you 
play,” freshman Trey Lyles 
said. “They look a lot at win¬ 
ning, and that’s what we’re 
doing.”

To Your Good Health

No Quick Fix for Belly Fat 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am an old man 
(84) with a middle-age paunch (5 feet, 7 
inches tall and weigh 200 pounds) who 
needs to fit into a suit with pants an 
inch too tight in time for a wedding in a 
few weeks. About how many pounds do 
I need to lose to fit into them? Is there 
any formula for converting waist inch¬ 
es to pounds? And are there exercises 
or other means to focus the weight loss 
on belly fat? - Anon. 

ANSWER: I am afraid there’s no 
formula. Further, I have to tell you that 
weight doesn’t always come off where 
we want it to, and specific exercises 
aren’t going to make the fat come off in 
those locations. 

The good news is that for most peo¬ 
ple, especially men, the first 10 pounds 
or so to come off usually comes from 
the middle. The fat in the omentum 
(an apron-shaped structure inside the 
abdomen) is metabolically active and 
often is the first place where fat is 
gained or lost. Moreover, that fat is the 
most likely to increase risk of heart 
disease. So losing weight around your 
middle is a good way of improving 
overall health, especially if you have 
more inches there than you’d like. 

Often people start a healthy diet and 
exercise program and find that the 
waist size decreases but their weight 
stays the same. That may be because 
muscle is much heavier than fat, and 
the increase in muscle mass makes up 
for the loss of fat. More muscle is good 
for you; less body fat is good for you. 
Weight is an imperfect measure. 

Liposuction can remove fat from 
around your waist, but a healthy diet 
and regular exercise will make you feel 
better and quite possibly live longer.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I injured my 
little finger in an athletic event. The 
end of my pinky pointed in toward the 


ring finger. It is black and blue, and 
swollen. Do you think I fractured it? 
Should I get an X-ray? I am still able to 
curl my finger. - A. J. 

ANSWER: It’s most likely that you 
damaged one of the tendons in the fin¬ 
ger. Sometimes a fracture can happen 
at the same time. Most often, these are 
treated conservatively, with ice right 
after the injury and the finger splinted 
in a straight position for up to six 
weeks. Only an experienced physician, 
such as a hand surgeon, can provide 
exact recommendations. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: When you are 
instructed to take medicine, vitamin, 
etc., on an empty stomach, how long 
after eating should you wait? Also, if 
taken before eating, how long after you 
take the medication until you can eat? 
- B.H. 

ANSWER: It depends on the particu¬ 
lar medication. For example, the osteo¬ 
porosis drug alendronate (Fosamax) 
should be taken after an overnight 
fast, with plain water (even mineral 
water can affect its absorption) and 
then no food for a half hour. Differ¬ 
ent medications have different require¬ 
ments. Your pharmacist remains your 
best resource, and often has both more 
training and experience than doctors. 
In general, most vitamins should be 
taken with food.

Lisa Cunningham, 38, 
also faces other charges 
in Trigg County and, as 
revealed in court March 
25, is managing a dif¬ 
ficult pregnancy. She 
pleaded not guilty. 

According to Cadiz 
police, Cunningham was 
pulled over in a driveway 
on Linda Lane. When 
officers tried to handcuff 
her, she ran away and 
Sgt. Scott Brown used a 
stun gun to stop her. 

Shrugging off the 
effects of the shock, 
Cunningham got up 
and kept running, the 
officers said. She was 


apprehended in the road 
a short time later by 
Deputy Mike Ayers and 
Burnam. 

Clutching a drug pipe 
in her hand at the time, 
the woman bit Bur¬ 
nam during the scuffle, 
according to the report. 

The sheriff said the 
bite drew some blood. 
He was screened at the 
hospital, and everything 
checked out fine. 

Cunningham’s origi¬ 
nal warrants were for 
contempt of court and 
parole violations in 
Trigg and Christian 
counties. She was later 
charged with resisting 
arrest, second-degree 
disorderly conduct, 
second-degree evading 
police, possession of a 
controlled substance 
and paraphernalia, DUI 
and third-degree assault 
on an officer. 

Her next hearing in 
Christian Circuit Court 
is May 20.
